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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant's remarks presented in the amendment after final are found not to be persuasive. In particular, 
applicant states that the prior art reference (Tomic) disclosure relied upon by the Examiner to reject applicant's claims under an obvious 
type rejection is inadequate or insufficient because applicant asserts that in column 8, lines 18-19 in Tomic's disclosure that "any number 
of profiled elements" is an "unbounded range". Here, the Examiner disagrees with applicant's perspective of interpreting the above 
passage of Tomic. The Examiner gives the broadest reasonable interpretation of the above phrase to mean one or more profiled 
elements. Thus, one or more rib/profile element(s) can be envisaged in which the obvious-type rejection is based. As stated in the final 
office action, it is clear that Tomic discloses two such ribs/profiled elements in the preferred embodiment relied upon by the Examiner, 
howver, because of the Examiner's reasoning as stated above, it is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that only one rib/profile 
element can be formed. Further, since it has been held that omission of an element and its function in a combination where the 
remaining element(s) perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill in the art. Therefore, the Examiner believes Tomic 
meets the limitations of applicant's claims 1-4 as an obvious-type rejection . 
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
